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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 2-12 and 19-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bauduin et al. 6,297,309, Radigon et al. 2004/0122143, Domine et al. 
2004/0198897, Daily et al. 2005/0064180 or Atofina FR 2,819,821, in view of Rodriguez 
et al. 6,271,306. 

3. Atofina and Radigon et al. have been described previously. Bauduin et al. 
disclose hot melt adhesive, ethylene-2-ethylhexyl acrylate, ethylene-n-butyl acrylate 
tackifier, wax and diluent in claims 1-3, low processing temperatures in claim 7, 
tackifiers in column 2, lines 52-62, diluents in column 2, lines 63 : 67 and waxes in 
column 3, lines 1-3. Domine et al teach hot melt adhesive and ethylene-acrylate 
copolymers in claims 1-4, tackifiers in claim 10 and wax in claim 17. Daily et al. reveal 
blends of ethylene-2-ethylhexyl acrylate and ethylene-n-butyl acrylate with wax in claim 
1 . Rodriguez et al. state in column 1 , lines 27-36, that functionalized polyolefins are 
excellent candidates to fill the requirements of structural hot melt adhesives because of 
their polarity help the adhesion for high surface energy substrate. Accordingly, it would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art; at the time the invention was 
made, to use a functionalized polyolefin, namely functionalized polyethylene, as diluent 
instead of the unfunctionalized polyolefins.
